crimes as well.” 

Through application of the civil 
service laws and other circumstances, 
he said, the grade of the men em- 
ployed as prohibition agents has 
shown constant improvement together 
with “the effectiveness of their work 
and their way of doing it.”

New Trial Granted 
In ‘Broken Glass’ Suit 


Because testimony was introduced 
in the trial that inspectors of the 
Coca-Cola. Company were “persons of 
color,” the Georgia court of appeals 
Thursday” granted a new trial in a 
case in which BE. E. Shipp had been 
awarded damages of $10,000 against 


the battling company. 

Shipp sued for 000 damages 
sustained when, according to allega- 
tions in his petition, he found broken 
glass in beverage bottled by the com- 
pany. When the jury gave him a 
verdict, the company sought a new 
trial, which was denied. 

The defendant company then ap- 
pealed to the Georgia court of ap- 
peals, which, in turn, asked the su- 
preme court to rule on testimony that 
inspectors at the plant were “per- 
sons of color.” The supreme court, 
in its decision, said that such testi- 
mony was not admissable as_ evi- 
dence, since “the law recognizes no 
color.” ' 

With the supreme court’s decisjo 
as a guide, the court of appeals re- 
versed the Fulton superior court in 
a decision which said, however, that 
while a person was entitled to dam- 
ages in such cases, the trial judge 
should have granted a new trial be- 
canse the question of race color had 
been introduced and argued to the 


jury.

Grand Juror Meant No Re- 
flection, He Declares 
. dn Letter. 


Explaining that he did not intend 
to reflect on the solicitor-general{s of- 
fice and that he felt “Mr. Boykin and 
his very ..ble assistants have rendered 
this community a distinct publie serv- 
ice,” P. C. McDuffie, member of the 
Fulton county grand jury, Thursday 
sent the following letter to The Con- 
stitution : 

“Today's issue of The Constitution 
states that 1 indicated in a statemegt 
at the courthouse yesterday that the 
staff of the solicitor-general, John 
Boykin, may have contributed to a 
fund which was handled by Mr. Hol- 
land in a recent primary. It further 
incorrectly states that I suggested that 
the probe of city affairs be extended 
to the county. 


“As a matter of fact, I did not give 
out an interview at the courthouse 
yesterday, or at any other time, re- 
garding the work of the present grand 
jury, nor did I] discuss with anyone 
outside of the grand jury these mat- 
ters. The only remarks I have ever 
made were made in open court wefore 
Judge Humphries on Tuesday morn- 
ing. At that time I cited, purely as a 
hypothetical case, that the solicitor- 
general’s office may have contributed 
to the fund in question as illustrating 
the importance of the grand jury 
knowing the facts as to the source 
from which the monies were obtained. 
I certainly did not intend to reflect 
or the solicitor-general’s office, as I 
feel that Mr, Boykin and his «very 
able assistants have rendeed this .om- 
munity a distinct public service. 


“I conceive it to be improper for 
a member of the grand jury to either 
give out interviews or publicly sug- 
gest what action that body should 
take, and as ] have made no :tate- 
ments in reference to matters now 
pending, except in open court, I will 
appreciate it very much if you will 
make this correction.” 


Eckford Continues 
~ His Fight on ‘Ring’ 


Renewing his attack on the “court- 
house ring,” George Eckford, candi- 
date for the legislature from Fulton 
county to succeed Dr. George Brown. 
in his Thursday night speech charged 
that 800 employes of Fulton county 
“have been driven out with a tyran- 
nical leash” to defeat him. 

“A striking example of the power of 
the county commissioners,” JEckford 
said, “was shown the other day when 
Mr. Holland, the purchasing agent of 
the county, who has the reputation of 
being constitutionally honest, refused 
to divulge to the grand jury the 
names of those contributing to the old 
commissioners’ slush fund which is 
said to have amounted to $7,000. 

“Unless powerful influences had 
been brought to bear,” Eckford said, 
“Mr. Holland would have doubtles» 
stated the full truth. He is the type 
of man who would, under ordinary 
circumstances, have cleared up the 
matter. The reason that hé was sti- 
fled is doubtless because some of our 
court judges were forced to donate 
money to this election-buying fund 
out of the salaries voted to them by 
the county commissioners. 

“The worst evil with which the pegp- 
ple are now confronted is that of hav- 
ing hand-picked legislative representa- 
tives, a majority of whom are elect- 
ed and controlled by the courthouse 
ring. The enormity of an evil some- 
times works its own correction and 
history is about to repeat itself. The 


trend of public sentiment portends 
the coming legally of a reformation ; 
in the county’s governmental affairs.” :

NEW YORK, Aug. 28.~(NANA) 
Jean >orotra, the busy Basque, has 
been in this city since Monday, but 
nobody appears to know whether he 
wil] play in the national tennis sin- 
gles championship, or whether he will 
not.

He 
then gave him a thick typewritten 
business document, and every time the 
man would try to catch a glimpse of 
the match, Borotra would say firm-
